body of the saw. The details of tbe 
handle are best shown in Fig. 3. The 
handle proper is indicated at A and 
fits into a socket, B. The lower end of 
the socket is threaded to receive 
member, C. The latter is slotted, and in 
the slot tbe saw blade E Is fitted. Be- 
tween the member C and the socket 
piece B a washer, D, is mounted, and 
when the socket piece B is firmly 
screwed on the member C it presses 
the washer D into engagement with 
the back of the saw blade. 

The saw blade Is secured to the mem- 
ber C by means of a pair of pins, F, 
which pass transversely through this 
member and the usual holes provide '. 
in the saw blade. The pins are pre- 
sented from slipping out by a retaining 
piece, G, which is pivoted to swing over 
them. The usual holes in the saw 
ilade are placed at different distances 
from the edge in various makes; but. 

the slot in the retaining member C 
is quite deep, these differences will not 
eat the handle from being secured 
tf blade. Figs. 1 and 2 show how 
the handle may be attaehed in align-

FIGHTING THE SEA. 



Holland's existence is oue long 
fight u^ainst the inroads of the sea. 
Much of the country is below the 
ocean level and has only been res- 
cued from the wa\ es by the colossal 
system of dikes. The Dutchman has 
grown 10 used t<> the water that 
oftentimes he is nearlv an amphib- 
ious animal. Fifty thousand Hol- 
landers live in barges on the canals. 
Even in winter, when the canals are 
frozen, these people stick to their 
boats, for they have no other home. 
The canal houses used to be towed 
by dogs, but now this work is done 
by men and women, each family 
towing its own boat. 

Dutchmen are among the most 
expert navigators in the world. In 
utter indifference to the natural an- 
tagonism between land and water 
and in ability to make either con- 
tribute to their necessities, they 
have even excelled the English. At 
the relief of Leyden the prince of 
Orange, by breaking down the dikes 
and letting in the sea, made naviga- 
tion feasible on a tract of ground 
which had formerly been dry land, 
and the strange spectacle was seen 
of the Dutch warships floating 
among the tops of orchards and past 
the chimneys of submerged houses. 

When Holland was invaded by 
France another prime of Orange 
formed the plan of abandoning the 
country entirely and conveying all 
its population to the East Indies. 
Holland has always relied on the 
ocean as a security against hostile 
powers. In our own time a member 
of the Dutch royal family attended 
a great review of Prussian troops. 
Regiment after regiment of strap- 
ping fellows marched by, but all the 
Dutchman would say was, "Not tall 
enough." Finally a grenadier regi- 
ment of unusually tall men came 
into the field. "Every one of these 
soldiers is over six feet high," re- 
marked a Prussian officer to the 
Hollander. "Surely you will admit 
these are tall enough?" The Dutch- 
man shook his head. "We can flood 
my countrv with ten feet of water," 
he observed. Doubtless the Prussian 
took the hint.— Buffalo Times. 



The Umbrella. 

The first umbrella ever seen in 
the streets of London was carried by 
the philanthropist James Hanway, 
who died in L78G. For many years 
after the introduction of umbrellas 
a man could not be seen carrying 
one without being hooted for bit ef- 
feminacy, particularly when passing 
a hackney coach stand. The drivers 
of these vehicles regarded the um- 
brella in the light of a rival. For a 
long time coffee houses and inns 
were accustomed to keep a single 
umbrella of great magnitude for the 
purpose of shielding customers from 
the rain as they passed from the 
door to their carriages. This mon- 
strous structure was carried by a 
waiter. It was not until about the 
year 1800 that the use of the um- 
brella became so general throughout 
Europe and America that a man 
could carry one without attracting 
the attention of passersby to a dis- 
agreeable extent. In Spain and Ita- 
ly the article was first domesticated. 
France adopted it next and lastly 
England. — Spare Moments.

The average condition of Tobacco 
on Aug. 1 was 85.8, as compared 
with 86.6 on July 1, 1908,' 82.8 on 
August 1, 1907, 87.2 on August 1, 
1906, and 82.3 the ten year average 
on August 1. The condition on 
Aug. 1 in the important tobacco 
States was: Kentucky. 82; North 
Carolina. 88; Virginia, 90;Tennessee, 
85; Ohio, 76; Wisconsin, 89; Connec- 
ticut, 98; Florida. 89.

Insurance Statistics. 

The National Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters gives some interesting 
statistics for 1907. The total prop- 
erty loss in the United States for 
1907 is reported as $199,383,300, 
while for the past five years the de- 
struction of values by fire in the 
United States has amounted to $1, 
257,716.955, or an average of over 
$251,000,000. In the United States, 
as a whole, the average per capita 
loss for five years ending Dec. 31, 
1907. was $3.02. 

The result in thirty- foreign cities 
gave a per capita loss of $0.61 
against $3.10 in five years' average 
of 252 cities in the United States. 

Taking the number of fires to each 
1,000 population in the same cities, 
our committee on statistics found it 
to be 4.05 in the American cities, as 
against 0.86 for those of Europe, 
showing also that, in point of fre- 
quency, fires here are far in excess 
of those abroad. Practically 
fires are confined to the buildings or 
place of origin in the European cities, 
while such is far from being the 
case in the United States, due large- 
ly to the low standard of construc- 
tion. 

If in the future the insuring pub- 
lic will use their influence to secure 
proper building laws, such as are 
outlined by the National Board 
Building Code, more efficient water 
supply and better fire department 
equipment^ the destruction of prop- 
erty by fire would be materially de- 
creased and the cost of insurance to 
property owners thereby lessened,

Whitloek said that he was called 
upon by Jake Ellis on the fourth 
Monday in March and asked if he 
didn't want to join the night riders. 
He answered, "No. by G-d. I don't." 
/ OATH OF NIGHT RIDERS 
In his testimony in the trial of 
Jake Ellis, the aleged "night rider", 
at Murray, Ky., Wiley Stewart said 
the following is the night rider oath 
he heard administered: 

"I, in the presence of Almighty 
God and these witnesses, do solemn- 
ly promise and swear to become a 
member of this order. I do solemnly 
promise and swear that I will not re- 
veal or cause to reveal the secrets 
of this order by signs, lips or writ- 
ing. I do solemnly promise and 
swear that I will obey all orders that 
are given me by the captain and that 
I will go at any time they may call 
upon me unless 1 or my family are 
sick. If I should betray this order 
in any way I shall have to sub- 
mit to the penalty, which may be 
put upon me, which is death. To 
all this I do most solemnly promise 
and swear, so help me God." 

The hailing sign is "Silent Bri- 
gade." The test, "I see you have 
been there." The answer," "Yes, 
on bended knee." 

W. B. Stewart testified to having 
made the same oath, and he was giv- 
en the signals, passwords. grips, etc. 
He states that he was told their 
camps were always guarded and 
when he wits challenged he would be 
admittted by saying 'Silent Brigade,' 
and that in a crowd recognized by 
three short whistles. 




THORNTON TELLS OF VISIT 

Moses Thornton, who was called 
upon the morning of April 9, be- 
tween two and three o'clock, said he 
recognized Jake Ellis, Henry Taylor 
and Will McClure. He said there 
were fifteen or twenty of the men 
in sight and that he was confident 
more were lurking about the prem- 
ises. His son and daughter were in- 
troduced and bore out his state- 
ments. 

JudgCook ruled out the letters 
that were* attempted to be intro- 
duced by the Commonwealth, claim- 
ed to have been found in the posses- 
sion of Jake Ellis and which he at- 
tempted to pass out to his friends. 

Judge Cook ruled that the proof 
of general conspiracy is only rele- 
vant when the defendants are con- 
nected with it, and after having 
considerable testimony ruled out the 
prosecution asked for delay to bring 
a witness who could testify that a 
certain captain had commissioned 
Ellis to organize the county. Judge 
Cook said if that could be proven the 
testimony would be admitted. 

SENSATIONAL TESTIMONY 

The greatest sensation to-day wa» 
produced by the statement of Wiley 
Stewart who told of a plot to take 
Murray with 350 volunteers from 
Trigg county and whip Henry Dees 
a banker, because he did not accede 
to all their terms for advancing mon- 
ey on association tobacco. Incident- 
ally they were to take a whack at 
the backs of Griffin and Pitts, tobac- 
co buyers. Stewart said this raid 
was postponed, although Joe Bell 
and Clay Garland returned from a 
trip across the river with the infor- 
mation that the 350 men, with a 
wagonload of guns, were at their 
disposal. All this, and the warning 
to Al Perry, afterward whipped, was 
planned at a meeting he attended. 
He said he saw them take up a col- 
lection of $60 to renumerate the 
emissaries for their trouble. 

Stewart described how he had to 
take the oath, and disclosed the 
names of men he met in the meeting 
of the "lodge." He said the pur- 
pose of the organization wa3 to com- 
pel planters to join the tobacco as- 
sociation and to prevent any from 
leaving it. He said at a meeting it. 
was said they needed a total mem- 
bership of 3,500 in the various coun- 
ties, 

WHITLOCK'S EVIDENCE. 
J. L. Whitloek in his testimony de- 
scribed in detail the visit of Jake 
Ellis and Van Elkins to his home the 
fourth Monday in March, ostensibly 
for the purpose of trading horse* 
The three went to the stable to se 
Whitlock's stock, and there Ellis, he 
said, asked him if he would not like 
to join the night riders. Whitloek 
replied that he would not. Ellis said 
he must, and that they were two to 
one, and could just as well be 250 to 
one if the occasion should demand. 
According to his testimony, Ellis 
said they wanted Whitloek in the 
band because he was night operator 
at Shiloh and they wished the tele- 
phones disconnected during raids. 
Whitloek then told of the oath of 
secrecy. 

DRAMATIC SCENE IN COURT.

and an untidy tablecleth draped 
about his person. Thornton had re- 
ceived notice and replied that he 
would not raise any tobacco. On 
this particular morning he said he 
was aroused by shouting and ap- 
peared at the door with a lamp in 
his hand. He saw the men, wearing 
black masks and heavily armed, at 
the gate, others around the house, 
and still more around the barn. He 
was commanded, "Throw up your 
hands," and held the lantern aloft, 
while in obedience to a further com- 
mand he called his grown son to the 
door. 

Thornton said he was asked if he 
had not said he would not raise any 
tobacco. He replied in the affirma- 
tive. "You must put out four acrea 
and put it in the association," he 
was told. He was warned that if 
he did not do as they said he would 
be pounded "until your body won't 
hold shucks, and then we'll hang 
you." 

According ' to the confession of 
Will Ingram, another of the witness- 
es, night riders in the eastern part 
of Calloway county used the Center 
Ridge church for an arsenal, and 
they met there February 15 to start 
to the home of D. M. Hendrick, on 
the Tennessee river near Pine Bluff. 
He said Bob Duncan, Ed Thompson, 
Jasper Garland and Kelsie Kirk were 
in the band which burned Hendricks' 
barn, but they got an empty one. 

Ingram said he made his first con- 
fession to Captain Walker, of the 
State militia, at Golden Pond, Trigg 
county. 

TESTIMONY RULED OUT. 

Most of the time today was taken 
up by the prosecution getting up a 
record on which to appeal the case. 
Judge Cook has refused to permit 
the admission of testimony implicat- 
ing the defendants in any raid sub- 
sequent to the Mose Thornton said. 
The prosecution has placed Al Perry 
and Frank Mardis. who were whip- 
ped; C. L. Evans and others on the 
stand and asked them questions 
which they were not permitted to 
answer. Joe R. Benson said Jake 
Ellis told him he would give $150 to 
have been oh the Howard Morgan 
•laid. D. M. HendricK, concerning 
the barn burning of whose barn In- 
gram testified, produced the follow- 
ing note as the one he received just 
before the burning: "Mr. Hendrick. 
—January 25, 1008: You will please 
put your tobacco in the association 
and stop so much talking against the 
atsociation, and stop now. Don't 
deliver what you have sold already. 
If you do we will whip you sure, 
damn you. Kirksey night riders." 

The commonwealth has closed its 
side of the case and the defense will 
finish Monday.

Growing Crop Conditions 
More Favorable Since Re 
cent Heavy Rains. 



The Bales on the loose tobacco 
market the past week were light. 
The salesman for the association re- 
ports sales of 28 hogsheads, the 
smallest sale for one whole week this 
season. Prices, however, were firm, 
as the following quotations show: 

Lugs $7 to $10, and leaf, $10.50 to 
$13. Association receipts for the 
week were nine hogsheads. 

The Society of Equity also reports 
a quiet week, with small sales, but 
the tobacco disposed of brought full 
prices. 

The recent rains have proven a 
great benefit to the growing crop 
and the weed is now growing right 
along. In some sections tobacco 
will be ready for the knife in about 
ten days, but much of that trans- 
planted later will not be ripe until 
September. Some very late planting 
cannot be cut until October. There 
has been such an improvement 
the crop situation since the ground 
was well soaked with water that 
dications now point to a much better 
yield than was expected some weeks 
ago.
